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Reporter Luna Victim 
Citizens Are Outraged 


What appears to be one of the 
most bizarre murder cases in 
- history is brewing in Omaha this 
week. Four womer are known 
to be dead and a single suspect 
is thought to be at fault in ail 
four cases. The suspect is 49- 
year-old David de Sade of 
Council Bluffs, lowa. 

The murders, which appear to 
have occurred over a 72-hour, 
period, ‘were described by 
police as both brutal and 
amateurjsh. 

The first victim, 38-year-old 
Kristi Kute, was de Sade's girl- 
friend and a partner in his diesel 
fueling business. The beautiful 
Ms.- Kute was found by 
authorities early .Monday 


morning: Her tongue had been

cut out and her wig and false 
fingernails had been removed. 
Police officers began to sus- 
pect foul play when it was later 
discovered that she had been 
dead for several hours. 

The next victim was dis- 
covered by police authorities on 
mid-afternoon on Tuesday.ghe 
was another of de Sade‘dgifi- 
friends and a partner in his real 
estate firm, “Fast” Fanny Fatz. 
Ms. Fatz is a well-known West 
Omaha socialite and had been 
beaten brutally about the head 
with an April 1973 copy of Real 


Estate Today. Her wig and 


fingernails were also stolen. 
The third and fourth victims 

were discovered at midnight 

Wednesday, and appear to be 


ueling parker. 


victims of a perverted dual mur- 
der. \dentified as former /a 
Gateway reporter Lola Luna 
and her famous sidekick and 
part-time secretary, that tiny tot 
with the tapping toes, Ms. 
Ravinia Valley. Both Ms. Luna 
and Ms. Valley had been 
biudgeoned with insuits and 
branded as decadent. Their 
wigs and faise fingernails were 
also stolen, along with 500 
pounds of Este Lauder cos- 
metics. The cosmetics were 
later reported stolen by Lola’s 
sister, Lucky Luna. 


De Sade became a suspect 
when a routine stripping of an 
abandoned 1849 Buick 
registered in his name revealed 
four women’s wigs, 40 false 
fingernails, and ‘250 pounds of 
Este Lauder cosmetics. Police 
now speculate that Ms. Luna 
may have teen wearing the re- 
maining 250 pounds of cos- 
metics, as her body was dis- 
covered at a dressing table. 


Mr. De Sade, a former beauty 
queen from Birmingham, Ala- 
bama, began having problems 
with the law in 1964 when he 
assaulted a police officer in Tul- 
sa, Oklahoma after a peaceful 
demonstration of public 
drunkeness. All toid, he has 
been convicted of like crimes 
300 times in 48 states. He is the 
father of five, a Harvard 
graduate, and employed by the 
janitorial staff at the University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln.

Gray will teach three sections 
of the Poetry Studio this year, 
including basic poetry writing, 
intermediate poetry -writing, 
and the form and theory of 
poetry. The Workshop courses 
are open to both credit stu- 
dents and .on-credit 
community participants, as are 
the other Workshop courses in 
fiction and poetry. According to 
Gray there are still openings in 
the Poetry Studio and the Fic- 
tion Studio for the fall semester. 

Gray says that he Is looking 
forward to working personally 
with the apprentice poets on the 
UNO campus. “What I really en- 
joy.is reading poetry. The more 
people | have to work with, the 
more poems | get to read.” 

The new instructor, who has 
traveled in Germany, France, 
Italy, Japan, and South Viet- 
nam, says he dislikes dis- 
cursive poetry, “that is, the 
more structured, scholastic 
approach to poetry.” He hopes 
he “never eliminates the intui- 
tive. quality and force of the 
‘made poem,'” 

“Poetry,” says Gray, “is my 
way of defining life. It gives me 
the perspective of myself in the 
world | live in. It helps me know 
who | am.”
